The party m et at five-thirty in the 
morning at an all night lunch coun­ 
ter in Calexico; Dr. Bailey, a world 
famous botanist and horticulturist, 
J. H arrison W right, an authority on 
"native 
American 
palms, 
Randall 
H enderson and Malcolm Huey, hosts 
and guides for the trip into Mexico, 
and myself. 
T h e objective of 
the 
trip was the study of the palms in 
several canyons in one of the Mex­ 
ican ranges. 
But with two men like 
Dr. Bailey and M r. W right as com­ 
panions, studying palms became only 
the scietific objective and the per­ 
sonalities of these two men became 
the dominating interest. 


Dr. 
Bailey 
is 
seventy-nine 
years old, Mr. Wright is past 
seventy; both are keen, mentally 
alert men who have retained 
their interest in living. 
They 
had no complaints or criticisms, 
they were much too busy en­ 
joying living and the trip before 
us. I could write much of w hat 
these men expressed during the 
trip but suffice now to say that 
it was a rare experience to be 
with them on a trip into the 
Mexican mountains. 


W e crossed the border at M exi­ 
cali, turned west, crossing the fer­ 
tile agricultural section immediately 
below the border; crossed a low 
m ountain pass, descended to an old 
lake bed, across w hich we scurried 
toward the distant m ountain range 
and the canyons we intended to visit. 
O n the floor of this lake bed I found 
tiny em pty spiral shells that appear­ 
ed to be the same as those found 
in the Saltón Sea region. 
L ater on 
in the stream in one of the canyons 
I found similar small shells with 
their live occupants. 
It may be that 
these mollusks made their w ay up 
the m ountain stream thus preserv­ 
ing their species when the lake dis­ 
appeared. 
But that is som ething that 
will have to be checked by someone 
who know s more about mollusks 
than I do. 


In the sand dune area at the 
edge of the debris fans are many 
mesquite trees; on the fans there 
is an abundance of ironwood 
trees and palo verde trees. This 
number of trees is a 
striking 
contrast to the area in the vicin­ 
ity of Palm Springs. 
One iron- 
wood tree was found that was 
beginning 
to 
blossom 
which 
seems early for this tree. Every­ 
where is found our old friends 
the creosote bush and the burro 
weed. 


I have not mentioned the exact lo­ 
cation o f the canyons visited as a 
startling discovery was made in the 
more inaccessible and it may be bet­ 
ter not to call th e attention of the 
public to its location. 
This discov­ 
ery, believe it o r not, was the abso­ 
lute lack of any tin cans or remains 
of picnic lunches. 
Possibly the rea­ 
son for this is its inaccessible posi­ 
tion and the sand dunes barring the 
way. 
A car specially equipped is 
necessary to get through this dune 
area if one is not to walk for many 
miles. 


I have mentioned before that 
canyon wrens are illusive and 
seldom seen, though their song 
is heard 
continuously in the 
canyons of the w estern fringe of 
mountains bordering the desert. 
A canyon wren flew to a large 
flat rock within twenty feet of 
where I was sitting, bobbed 
about, 
sang, 
allowing me to 
study it for several minutes. 
I 
do not recall that such an op­ 
portunity has been mine before. 


W e found the palms we 
were 
looking for. T hey were a species of 
blue palm that had previously been 
described but we did find that they 
probably marked the northern limit 
of their native habitat. 
Dr. Bailey 
took photographs and specimens to 
send to his herbarium which is the 
largest 
private 
collection 
in 
the 
world, containing more than one 
hundred and thirty thousand speci­ 
mens. 
Recently, he gave his herbar­ 
ium and the building in w hich it is 
housed to Cornell University. 
Long will Dr. Bailey and Mr. 
W right remember their trip. As 
a scientific expedition it was 
successful; as a demonstration in 
modern desert travel it was 
a 
tremendous success. Ladies and 
gentlemen, if you wish to learn

No special elections will be held in 
Palm Springs during the sum m er and 
early fall m onths, 
was th e promise 
made to a group of citizens represent­ 
ing the newly-formed 
Palm Springs 
Property Owners Association, which 
appeared before the county board of 
supervisors in Riverside last Monday. 
The supervisors agreed th a t all elec­ 
tions hereafter will be held only in 
the early Spring 
m onths 
when the 
season is a t its height and the num ­ 
ber of residents is a t a maximum. 
Hal Lloyd, representing Alphonzo 
Bell and other persons and organiza­ 
tions interested in Edom property, ap­ 
peared before the supervisors to ask 
th at the county acquire rig h ts of way 
and improve the road from Edom to 
Palm Springs, th e im provem ent 
to 
consist of oiling and additional work. 
Lloyd said he had conferred with 
Palm Springs in terests and that they 
approved the plan. 
In presenting their 
¡side of the case they declared 
Palm 
Springs would be glad to have a road 
from Edom providing a by-pass were 
constructed. The local representatives 
declared they did not want additional 
roads leading into Palm Springs un­ 
less there were additional outlets for 
through traffic. 
They expressed belief th e 
Edom 
road m ight m eet with local support 
if a by-pass were laid out to turn off 
north ju st the o th er side of the Field 
Club, continue north to ju s t beyond 
the R acquet Club and then west 
to 
the highway.

"This m eans th at it will move its 
operations directly into all of the ter­ 
ritories served by these companies, 
and in the future all of the operations, 
th at are now being carried on by the 
Southern Sierras Power Company, the 
Nevada-Callfornia 
Pow er Company, 
and the Yuma U tilities Company, will 
be conducted in the name of the Nev­ 
ada-California Electric Corporation. 
"O ur officials feel th at 
this 
will 
greatly simplify operations; will 
do 
aw ay entirely with the confusion be­ 
tw een nam es of different com panies;

upon R. J. Parker replied that bowling 
alleys are in basements in the cities 
and cannot be heard next door or in 
other parts of the building. "The 
Palm Springs bowling alley should be 
in a basement, or with the boiler fac­ 
tories," he said. 
Mrs, Nellie Coffman offered a solu­ 
tion when she proposed the appoint­ 
ment of a committee to confer with 
Mr. Darnell and appeal to him to 
abate the noise. 
Edom Road 
The Edom road, which has aleo 
been a bone of contention, was the 
next matter to be discussed 
Robert 
Ransom announced that Hal Lloyd 
representing Alphonso Bell, was pres­ 
ent, and he would like to have the 
Chamber hear him regarding the pro­ 
posed Palm Springs to Edom road. 
George Roberson stated that as a 
member of the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce he had 
gone on record when the matter was 
up for discussion before, unalterably 
opposed to this road. "We don’t need 
any more roads entering Palm Springs 
to add to our traffic congestion,” he 
said. 
“We had better take care of 
our own yard first and improve our 
own streets, before we ask the county 
to build more streets entering the 
village.” 
Thomas Lipps explained that the 
Toad subject was presented to the 
county board of supervisors on Mon­ 
day while a group of local property 
owners were there on another matter. 
He said the Palm Springe delegation 
informed the supervisors 
that they 
did not favor the road 
because it 
would add to traffic problems, but 
that an alternate plan had been pro­ 
posed, whereby the road from Edom 
would turn north east of the Field 
Club, connecting with the state high­ 
way north of the Racquet Club, thus 
missing Palm Springs entirely. 
He 


said the supervisors were informed 
that the Palm Springs delegation was 
not speaking for the Chamber of Com 
merce. but that the matter would be 
presented to the Chamber. 
Mr. Lloyd said the road would be 
of oil-mix construction and would not 
be used by trucks, consequently Palm 
Springs need not fear any additional 
truck traffic if the road is built. Dr. 
Henry Hoagland, Robert Ransom and 
Chuck Morrison also discussed the 
matter, presenting both sides of the 
question, mentioning the desirability 
of a right-of-way across the Indian 
reservation, but their opposition to 
increasing the traffic hazard here. Dr. 
Hoagland said he is absolutely oppos­ 
ed to the road. 
Mrs. E. M. Toretsky, operator of the 
Palm Springs Airlines, asked for in­ 
formation regarding the airport. She 
was advised that the lease of the pres­ 
ent airport does not expire until De­ 
cember 31, 1938, and that her con­ 
tract with Gus Parrish, lessee of the 
airport, is until that time. Secretary 
Shannon announced that the Airport 
committee is still negotiating with the 
Indian Bureau and the aviation de­ 
partment of the state and the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce for the lease and 
improvement of Section 18 on the res­ 
ervation, for a larger and more suit­ 
able airport. Robert Ransom stated 
that private parties are still interest­ 
ed in the building of a private airport 
on deeded land.

W ith the passing of Charles D. Ham­ 
ilton at his home in Banning at nine 
o clock Friday morning. April 24, there 
was closed a useful and eventful life. 
Mr. Hamilton has been a real part 
of Banning since it was a stopping 
place on the edge of the desert until 
its present development as a modern 
small city. 
He was born and raised on a farm 
in Illinois, where he learned the hard 
lessons of strenuous toil. Such train­ 
ing is by no means lost, as was shown 
by him in his ability to carry on in a 
constructive way by sheer hard work 
and 
unerring 
judgment. 
Together 
with Hugh Carpenter, who came from 
tlie sam e locality as Mr. Hamilton did, 
in Illinois, Mr. Hamilton engaged in 
business in Banning the firm name of 
Carpenter & Hamilton became known 
to every nook and com er of River­ 
side county. 
The firm farmed in the 
Pass on an extensive scale and with 
signal success. As time passed these 
operations were discontinued. 
Both 
m em bers of the firm became interested 
in real estate projects 
in the 
San 
Fernando Valley. 
Mr. Hamilton later 
was fortunate in striking oil at Signal 
Hill, on a site which was for years be­ 
lieved to be practically worthless. 
Mr. Hamilton's services were recog­ 
nized as of paramount Importance in 
m atters of local government. He was 
a member of the first city council of 
Banning and served in that capacity 
for m any years, during which time the 
primary development of streets, side­ 
walks, sewers, etc., was carried on to 
a successful conclusion. 
He served 
with equal ability as a member of the 
gram mar school board. 
Mr. Hamilton took an active inter­ 
est in politics and all that was em­ 
braced in politics and current events. 
He was county clerk of San Bernar­ 
dino county before Riverside county 
was carved out of San Bernardino and 
San Diego counties. 
He served as a 
peace officer here in the years before 
Riverside county was formed. 
There was an interval when politics 
did not beckon to Mr. Hamilton. 
As 
time passed he became a candidate 
for the nonpartisan office of county 
supervisor. 
He went into a spirited 
campaign against the incumbent who 
resided at Elsinore. The election was 
was one of the warmest ever waged in 
Riverside county. 
Mr. Hamilton was 
elected by a narrow margin. The elec­ 
tion was contested before Judge I’aul 
McCormick and Mr. Hamilton 
was 
given a favorable decision. Upon tak­ 
ing his place as county supervisor Mr. 
H amilton took deep interest In public 
afTairs. 
He served ten years in that 
office and was chairm an of the board. 
He resigned the office in mid-term 
and, with Mrs. Hamilton, made a trip 
around the w*orld. 
Returning to Am­ 
erica Mr. Hamilton concerned himself 
with personal and public afTairs and 
was particularly interested in highway 
m atters. 
Mr. Hamilton was a founder of the 
bank and the building loan associa­ 
tion in Banning. 
His business inter­ 
ests were varied. 
His word was as 
gpod as gold. He was fair in ^is deal, 


ijtgs with his fellow men. 
His well- 
rtfunded life has come to a close and 
lie built for himself a monument to 
his memory hi the hearts of all. by 
his conception of integrity and loyal­ 
ty in all his transactions. 
Last year Mr. Hamilton was appoint­ 
ed, by Governor Frank Merriam, to be 
a member of the California Highway 
Commission. 
He served with distinc­ 
tion on that board, although 
failing 
health dimmed to some degree the ac­ 
tive service which he would have 
otherwise rendered. His training as 
county supervisor and road superin­ 
tendent added to his capacity to han­ 
dle the complex problems of the state 
highway commission.
